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Will President Sign? 

Congress has passed, by substantial ma- 
jorities in both houses, the Smith-Connally 
antistrike bill. The question now asked every- 
where is: Will President Roosevelt sign the 
measure into law? 

The bill is approved by a large majority 
of the people. It is even indorsed, in its various 
clauses, by a majority of the rank and file 
membership of organized labor, according to 
reliable checks such as the Gallup poll. In 
time of war the restrictions it places upon 
organized labor are reasonable and entirely 
for the security of the nation and for the proper 
prosecution of the war program. 

Despite all these factors, however, leaders 
of organized labor nave condemned the meas- 
ure and it is reliably reported that the utmost 
pressure of which: they are capable is now 
being exerted by such leaders to induce the 
President not to sign it. 

One feature of the bill would make John 
L. Lewis and other United Mine Worker lead. 
ers subject to prison sentences and heavy fines 
if there are any further strikes in the coal 
fields. The bill provides such punishment for 
any who may incite or encourage a strike in 
government-operated factories or mines. The 
government took over operation of the mines 
at the time of the first of the current series 
of strikes. 

The mines are now operating under tem- 
porary truce which expires on June 20. There 
are three courses open to the President. He 
may sign the bill, veto it or allow it to become 
law at the end of 10 days by taking no action 
whatever. However, if the last course is fol 
lowed the coal mine truce period ‘will expire 
before the 10 days are up. 

Usually reliable Washington sources, how- 
ever, assert the President will sign the Dill. 
These sources go even further and declare that 
the form in which it finally passed both 
houses, worked out in a conference commit- 
tee, was according to specifications provided 
by the administration. It is further said that 
quiet word was sent to administration support- 
ers in both senate and house to cease opposi- 
tion to the measure and to let it go through. 

If this is true there is no room to doubt 
that the President will sign. 

If he does, he will make into law a Dill 
which has the overwhelming approval of most 
Americans, both in and out of organized labor. 

For most Americans, daily growing more 
aware of the responsibilities and urgencies of 
the war situation, are determined that any- 
thing that handicaps our war effort must be 
blocked, by the force of law if necessary. 

And union leaders who call their following 
out of essential wartime jobs, striking for any 
cause whatsoever, are definitely factors handi- 
caping the nation at war,

Income Tax Day 

Today brings the desvdline for income tax 
payments for the second quarter of this year. 
Every taxpayer must lay his money on the 
line, both as to federal income tax and State 
income tax, before midnight tonight. 

Passage of the newly enacted pay-as-you-go 
income tax measure does not affect the pay- 
ment to be made today. The new system of 
tax collection goes into effect only on July 1. 


With this second quarterly payment, all of 
us will have paid half of our taxes for the 
current year. The withheld payments, out 
of wages and salaries, which will begin July 
1, will take care of taxes for the remaining six 
months of 1943. : 


Then, before March 15 next, everyone will 
have to make tax returns for 1943, together 
with statement as to how much he has paid, 
including both the two quarterly payments, 
and the salary withdrawals after July 1. If the 
total is insufficient, he will then make up the 
balance. If it is more than he should pay, 
he will receive a refund. 

Of course, there are a few other complica- 
tions. If his annual tax payments amount to 
more than $590 he will have to pay 12 1-2 per 
cent for two years, to catch up on his tax ar- 
rears. But that is detail) not to be worried 
about until time for making tax returns next 
spring. 

In the meantime, the one thing to remem- 
ber, today, is to get your quarterly income tax 
payment made before the dawn of another

The Difference 
There was a little incident in Lancashire, 
England, recently, that provides striking com- 
mentary upon the attitude of coal miners in 
this*country during the current disputes and 
strike calls and threats. 


A group of English miners had struck, in 
what is styled by labor leaders here as “an 
unauthorized strike.” That is, it was without 
approval of the union heads and contrary to 
agreements and, also, to the law. The strike 
had lasted five days when, under provisions of 
a wartime law, the strikers were brought before 
the court. 


The strikers entered a plea of guilty and 
threw themselves on the mercy of the court. 
They then apologized, publicly and formally, for 
leaving their work, acknowledged they were 
in the wrong. Furthermore, they pledged that 
not only would they immediately return to 
work but would make up for the lost output 
during the five days they had been idle, by 
extra hours of work and by, if necessary, work- 
ing on holidays. 


The difference, of course, is found in the 
fact that Britain is nearer the fighting than is 
this country, Britain has been under air attack, 
in greater or lesser degree, for more than two 
years. The British people know, as a whole, 
more perfectly what the war is about, what 
defeat would mean and how necessary unity 
of effort is to victory, than do many of our 
people. 

What we, as a nation, have to strive for is 
to make all our people know, just as all the 
people of Britain know, what is involved when 
essential workers quit their jobs and thus 
become deserters in time of war, betrayers of 
their nation and saboteurs of its war effort.

Since Pear] Harbor we have not received any 
silk from Japan. There has been a trickle from 
other countries, but the lot was taken over by 
the government for making of parachutes, gun- 
powder bags and for other wartime uses. This 
means that women must be content on the use 
of rayon and cotton for hose. Thousands of 
patriotic women will not wear stockings this sum- 
mer, “many being content to wear socks or 
anklets. 

The American woman, long favored by the 
quantity and quality of her hosiery, may not find 
so many stockings on the market this year as 
formerly, but she will find enough to meet her 
clothing needs, the Office of War Information 
announced recently. There are no plans for the 
rationing of these stockings, but there will be 
government regulations governing both their 
price and their quality. The wartime selection 
is likely to be less varied: than the peacetime 
choice and it will feature serviceable rather than 
sheerness. 

The Office of Price Administration estimates 
that 85 per cent of the stockings worn by women 
this year will be of rayon. Other hosiery fibers 
have gone to war, either entirely or in part, The 
majority of rayon stockings will be full-fash- 
ioned, for statistics reveal that the full-fashioned 
hose—the type in which the fit is knit right into 
the stocking—is a three-to-one favorite over the 
circular knit, or seamless, variety. » 


WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
TO BOMB ITALY OUT? WASHINGTON, June 14.—An in- 


teresting new thesis is being de- 
veloped in informed official circles in connection with Allied plans 
for knocking Italy out of the war. 

Heretofore most of the worth-while military commentators have 
assumed as a matter of course that one of our 
first major moves, after clearing up the Med- 
iterranean situation, would be to send an in- 
vasion force against the Italian peninsula. 
Italy long has been ripe for a fall and it has 
been accepted more or less as a foregone con- 
clusion that we weuld strike in that direction 
as soon as circumstances permitted. 


Now it is suggested that the Allies may not 
be planning such a move at all. The results to 
be accomplished, it is argued, would not be 
worth the costs. 

The new thesis holds that even if we 
knocked the Italians out by a land invasion it 
would require an army of several hundred 
thousand men to police the country. We could 

hardly spare that many men while we are concentrating on the 
major objective of beating down the Germans. 

What is suggested “instead is that we will concentrate heavy 
bombing attacks on Italian cities until the Italians themselves 
finally see the hopelessness of their position and drop out of the 
war on their own initiative. 


PIN DOWN ARMIES 1 £So long as there is any threat of an 
A 


llied invasion Italian armed forces 
will be kept pinned down in their own country, with little pros- 
pect that they will be deployed throughout Europe for the aid of 
Hitler. We have already seen the fruits of these threats, in fact, 
by the withdrawal back to the home country of Italian divisions 
which were employed on the Russian front and in the Balkans. 

The idea is advanced that we may keep the Italians guessing 
this way until the second front is opened against Hitler. We could 
keep the heat on them by continuous bombing operations, which 
may be expected to grow in intensity as we take further steps 
toward clearing the Mediterranean of all enemy occupied islands. 

None of this, of course, would interfere with any plans the 
Allied high command may have made for taking over Sicily, 
Sardinia and other Mediterranean outposts. We must occupy 
these before the Mediterranean is completely cleared for Allied 


shipping. 
MORE VULNERABLE When these islands fall into Allied 


hands Italy will be made more vul- 
nerable than ever. We will be within short bomber range of all 
the principal Italian cities. Italian production centers will be 
more at the mercy of our bombers than German cities are now. 
No one believes the peace-loving Italians are prepared to with- 
stand a long period of sustained aerial assault. 

If that is true, it would seem to be useless for the Allies to 
waste any considerable part of their forces in a land attack and 
the consequent necessity for maintaining a large occupation army 
in the country. 

While knocking Italy out of the war would be a heavy blow 
to German morale it would not greatly simplify our problem of 
defeating Hitler. The narrow passages across the Alps between 
Germany and Italy are so well fortified we gould not very well 
be expected to use these as an invasion route. From a military 
‘standpoint perhaps the greatest advantage from such a develop- 
ment would be the command it would give us of the Adriatic 
area, which would permit a movement of Allied forces in the 
direction of the Balkans. 

There is nothing in the new thesis that conflicts with the 
acknowledged theme of the Allied high command, as proclaimed 
by President Roosevelt and Prime Minister Churchill, of getting 


Hitler first. 
GERMANY IS KEYSTONE Once Germany is knocked out 
of the war Italy will fall of her 
own weight. On the other hand the defeat of Italy would not be a 
decisive factor in the downfall of Germany. We are after the core 
of the apple and not merely a few of the outside rotten spots. 
The same is true of the war in the Pacific. We have not con- 
centrated on Japan first, for the reason that the defeat of Japan 
would have little effect on the war in Europe. But with Germany 
out of the way it is preposterous to assume that the mighty forces 
of the United States, Britain, and undoubtedly Russia will not be 
able to crush the haughty little Nipponese empire with about the 
same facility as a terrier kills a rat.

GETTING BACK IN Leaving one’s country !n wartime tne 


volves a care-taking . examination 
which is impressive and gratifying. Coming back in sends one 
through an examination which leaves one feeling much better about 
the security of the country and the difficulty agents have in 
operating. 

Having just returned from Cuba, where ships of Nazi-controlled 
Spain still make commercial calls, I was in- 
terested in how difficult it would be for an 
agent to come into this country through the 
ordinary port of entry, the Miami airport, where 
the Pan American planes land and take off. | 

Going out, the examination was thorough. 
One must talk with naval intelligence, must 
positively identify one’s self, must have a pags- 
port, must have extra photographs, must have 
a release from one’s draft board, must prove 
legal residence, must know some persons for 
reference, and s0 on, 


Coming out, there is a baggage examination 
that is most exact. One must turn over one’s 
pocketbook and letterfold and all letters and 
papers in one’s possession. They mean all, tho. 

I am one of those persons who tears out 
poems, recipes, paragraphs of what seems to me 
good writing, and even whole articles which 
appeal to me at the time: These I carry for 

weeks before throwing them away. 

At Miami airport I showed up with two poems torn from a 
Cuban magazine; a recipe for lobster Spanish style; a quotation 
from Pope about the excellence of a good cigar; two pamphlets, 
or manifestoes, issued by the Cuban students during the Pan Amer- 
ican Press Conference I had attended, and the addresses of several 
of the delegates, notably those from Mexico. 

All these the inspection officials took. I told them I wanted 
only the addresses and to throw away the other stuff, as | was 
sure to do so in a few days. They said they couldn’t. 

The inspector by this time had reached a folded suit carrier and 
asked what was in the back compartment. 

“Nothing at all,” said I cheerfully, and, as I thought, truthfully. 

Whereupon he inserted his hand and pulled out a print of one 
of Cezanne’s pictures. I almost fell over. I later recalled buying 
it at the National Galleries in Washington more than a year ago. 

“Throw it away, too,” I said. 

But they didn’t. They read everything that is written. If it 
smacks of code stuff they turn it over to a code expert. The rest 
of the stuff, including my poor print, they subjected to a light 
which will reveal any secret writing.

ruling, you may detach your number 17 from your 
book to mail it in. 
A couple of last-minute shoe queries that came 
in yesterday: 
“My little boys needs a pair of shoes, so his 
grandmother, who lives with us, offered him hers. 
But as she was going away for a long visit, and 
had to take her ration book with her, she tore 
out the number 17 and gave it to me. And now 
they tell me the stamp is not any good if detached. Is that right?” 
Yes, except in ordering by mail, the entire book must be presented. 

“Can I use my little girl’s stamp to buy myself some shoes? She 
doesn’t need any right now and...” Stamps are interchangeable 
among members of the family living at the same address. 


Soldiers Wanting Shoes Must Apply 


To Commanding Officer for Certificate 

“My husband's in the Army and has no ration book, ,He writes 
me to send him some shoes. What shall I do?” Soldiers, and 
other servicemen, who do not have ration books, apply to their 
commandink officers for certificates enabling them to purchase a 
pair of shoes. 

How can a civilian get such a certificate? If he has used his 
shoe stamp (which will be number 18 after today), and no one in 
family has one to lend him, and (most important) if he does not 
have two pair of wearable or repairable shoes to his name, he 
may obtain a purchase certificate from his ration board. 

“I have bought some shoes on the lay-away plan, and already 
have given the store my number 17. Do I have to pay for the 
shoes before the 15th, or can I wait? It really isn’t convenient 
just now...” OPA says that if you have deposited your number 
17 with a shoe dealer for purchase of a pair of shoes on the lay- 
away plan, the length of time you are given to pay for them is 
entirely up to the store. 


Lack of Volunteer Workers Slows 
Processing of Ration Book 3 


Work in the processing of ration book number three, which is 
due for distribution before July 21, is being slowed down for lack 
of volunteer workers, OPA said again yesterday as a plea was 
issued for at least 2,000 more volunteers. 

Many persons are under the impression that to help with the 
work involves a trip downtown to the auditorium’s Taft Hall, 
which for persons in the suburbs, would take a lot of time. It 
was emphasized yesterday, however, that such is not the case. 
There are six other processing centers, open from 9 a. m. to 5 p. m., 
Monday through Saturday, and volunteers may apply directly to 
these places instead of going down town. These centers are at 
Joe Brown Junior High, O’Keefe Junior High, Bass Junior High, 
E. Rivers school, North Fulton High and Smillie school. The work 
at Taft Hall continues from 9 a. m. to 9 p. m., Monday through 
Saturday, a little longer period than at the outlying centers.

An Army doctor told me the oth- 
er day that probably every one 
of our soldiers in that area does 
have malaria germs in him, but 
the daily quinine keeps them from 
becoming active.

“If we were to be ordered home 
tomorrow,” he said, “I'd have the 
boys continue their daily quinine 
for six weeks. By that time all 
the germs would be out of them. — 

Throughout the _ tropics al 
Americans sieep under mosquito 
netting, and wear boots of an eve- 
ning, and most of them take qul- 
nine. In some places they take 
one tablet a day (five grains), and 
in more dangerous places two a 
day. Nobody uses face nets, so 
far as I know. 

Allergic to Quinine. 

A few people can’t take quinine. 
It gives them a bad skin rash 
and too much ringing in the ears. 
These people are put on atabrine. 
And then there are other people 
who are allergic to atabrine and 
get deathly sick after taking it. 
These people are kept on quinine. 

A few of our men have crack- 
ed up under the tropical strain 
and had to be sent home. But 
they are very few. The average 
man gets along all right in the 
tropics if he is careful, keeps reg: 
ular hours, and doesn't drink too 
much, 

It is true that the tropics) sap 
your energy. You just don't have 
the old git-up-and-git you had back 
home. You feel sleepy of a morn- 
ing, you're a little dopey most of 
the time, you welcome the siesta 
after lunch. You're less efficient 
than back home. 

In one of our camps where sol- 
diers were doing hard manua) !a- 
bor such as mixing concrete, they 
tried both an hour and a half and 
two hours and a half for the lunch- 
Hospital figures 
showed the two-and-a-half-hour 
noon rest was necessary. So that's 
what they’re on now. 

But of course they're young. 
Now me, at my age, I have to rest 
all day.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
AUSTRALIA, Tuesday, June 15.

| This hirsute trim brings the hair 
‘down the back of the neck in the 
| shape of the nether end of a mal- 
lard. The zoot suit may not be 
peculiar to Los Angeles but the 
zoot suit gangs seem to be in- 
digenous only to that section. 


One gathers from the -papers 
that the zoot suit gangs run wild 
in some areas of the city and 
the members are often in court 
on charges ranging from ordinary 
michief to crimes of violence, in- 
cluding murder. It appears that 
many of them are mobsters in 
embryo and cause the cops no 
end of trouble, 


I suppose some Los Angeles 
youngsters who wear zoot suits are 
not associated with gangs or with 
crime in any form, but the inno 
cent err in sticking to that uni- 
form nowadays because it has be- 
some a sort of symbol of misde- 
meanor or felony. It has also be- 
come a little dangerous to the 
wearers, as some zoot suiters in- 
sulted and mistreated the wives 
'of service men and in_ conse- 
' quence the soldiers and sailors or. 
|ganized posses of their own and 
descended on the haunts of the 
zoot suiters with the caress of a 
cyclone. 


They were,equipped with short 
ropes with leaded ends, and aiso 
with their fists and they invaded 
bars and dance halls and other 
hangouts of the zootsuiters and 
belted the bejiminy out of the 
home boys. The Los Angeles cops 
took to pinching the zoot suiters 
and the courts to vagging them, 
but it would have been better i!

Baruch’s Appointment 
Promises Radical Action 


Now that Bernard Baruch has 
agreed to become assistant to 
James F. Byrnes, of the Office of 
War Mobilization, we can -hope 
for radical action. 


What this country has needed 
for a long time are radicals in 
positions of responsibility. Il am 
using the word “radical”? in. its 
exact meaning—of one who goes 
to the roots of things. The word 
has fallen into misuse. All who 
wanted to take radical action 
have been considered as “subver- 
sive elements.” 


But neither surgeons, nor good 
gardeners are subversive ele- 
ments, though, if they are any 
good they are radical. I tried to 
teach radicalism to a 13-year-old 
boy this morning, in connection 
with the preparation of a bed for 
seedlings. I told him that unless 
he spaded the ground deep, cul- 
tivated it twice, raking out all 
stones ‘and clods of weeds, fi- 
nally raking it repeatedly until 
the soil was pulverized, he would 
spend the rest of the summer 
trying to get out the witch-grass 
without injuring the plants; 
whereas, if he did it properly his 
work would be largely finished; 
once and for all.

Winston Churchill knew, in 
1934, that if you allowed the Ger- 
mans to rearm there .would be 
war. He was for every reason- 
able concession to the Germans 
--long before Hitler—except one: 
Rearmament. He: said so, day in 
and day out, so in England they 
said he was a man with a “single- 
track mind.” 

Churchill thought politically; 
Baruch thought economically. He 
thought: The Germans and Japs 
are going to make war. But in 
order to make war you have to 
have a war economy. They can 
be prevented from making a war 
economy, and can therefore be 
prevented from making war. 
Way back in 1936, Mr. Baruch 
first outlined a plan to prevent 
the war. It was radical and sim- 
ple. It was merely that the Unit- 
ed States should enter the field 
and systematically buy away from 
the world market, and at any price 
necessary to overbid the Germans, 
those essential raw materials 
which the manufacture of arms is 
impossible—such things as mag- 
nesium, industrial diamonds, etc. 

People said it would be too ex- 
pensive. He remarked dryly that 
it would be a bagatelle compared 
to a war. Now, too late, the Of- 
fice of Strategic Services is doing 
éxactly that thing, as a mere de- 
tail of an enormous war program. 

Anti-Inflation Plan. 

When war came, Baruch had a 
plan for avoiding inflation. It 
was not a pleasant plan, for it hit 
many vested interests, political 
and economic, from the top to the 
bottom. Its only merit was that 
it would work, 

So, instead of having a plan, 
we have had the planlessness of 
the planners, who mostly liberals, 
and don’t want to hurt anyone 
except maybe a few of the rich. 
Thus the liberal spirit degenerated. 

It is not too Jate to bring order 
out of chaos. But whether Mes-
